1985 IN REVIEW 
The AARC VHF Committee, has been very active during the post year. 


We started off the year, with a project to supply the Iditerod Roce 
Communications group, three remote Base stations for their VHF trail 
activities. KL7EF Al Andrus did a great deal of work getting these reody 
to go, on fairly short notice. All worked os planned without any outages, 


The Voting selector system wos instolled on the S4 machine, giving us 
greotly extended coverage for low power radio’s and better coverage out the 
Glenn Highwoy. Dick Phelps grociously offered us tower, and heoted 
equipment space for the remote receiver. This project involved KL7WN 
CDoniel) KL7IND CJim), and K1Z2AT CJDJ. And thanks to the Wolk For Hope 
stations we Finished up the Final adjustments. 


We then moved on, with the help of achopper thot was sitting idle, 
Csort of) to replacing the sick S90 machine, with a backup, thot KL7EF CAL) 
quickly modified to the correct frequency. We later went up the mountain 
again with K1ZAT CJD) and KL7IND CJim) braving the Army and it’s "games”, 
and reploced the broken station master antenna, with a New Epoxy coated, 
RED in colour folded dipole, we now hove ao cartaroid pattern with the moin 
lobe headed toword the NW, our coverage to Kenia/Soldotna has improved, as 
well as our coverage into the Mat Valley. 


Later in the foll we reploced the standby repeater with the repoired 
Motorola Micor and a new power amplifier supplied by the City of Anchorage. 
Unfortunatly the PA developed an internal self oscillation two days ofter 
install, and KL7EF CAl) had to make a quick trip to remove it from the 
mountain. We are still owoiting it’s return and running "LOW Power” until 
then. 


Russ Scott (CKL7EM) after Finishing up the 146.37/97 repeater that the 
club had promised to Soldotno, decided thot he wos still interested in 
building repeaters. Russ has finished building ao low powered, solar cell 
charged repeater for install on Mt.Susitna. This machine is on 145.270 
€-600), and Russ is planning on install the third week of Jonurary. It’s 
on the air for cook in right now, from East Anchorage. 


The club received a donotion of several solid state transmitter and 
receiver strips, more than we had projects for, a receiver and transmitter 
were sent to the BARF (Bristol Amateur Rodio Fraternity) in Dillingham, 
which means the first Amateur Repeater (146.34/.94) will be on the air in 
the Bristol Boy area. Hopefully this will show the bootleggers down there, 
that the frequency's that they have just appeored on are not in fact open 
to general use. 


Another Receiver and transmitter assembly wos sent to the Juneou 
Amateur Radio club, to be used in the southeastern repeater link project. 


KUSD (George), KL7ION CDick}, and KL7HNU C(Fronk) placed ao temporary 
146.34/94 repeater in Seward this summer, the NEW Seward repeoter will be 
installed this spring. It will be on 145.200 (-600). 


One of the systems we received in donation was a fairly new 110 watt GE 
MASTR II 12 volt station, with the invaluable help of KL7YF CRick) and 
KL7EF (Al) this was repaired and retuned, ond installed in place of the 
Hybred 25 watt repeater thot has’ bsen in use on 146.34 for so long. We 
ore now totally battery backed on S4, with 8O watts out to the antenna. 
The work porty for this excursion included, KL7YF CRick), KL7JIN (Steve), 
and K1iZAT CJD}. Prior work for equipment mounting cabinets was 
accomplished by NL7AV (Sue Hilton), who fFobricoted the cobinet for the new 
control receiver that was installed at the same time. The old “wideband” 
receiver was donated to the KL7EM/R Susitno project. 


KL7HD (Mark) has been busy this year, Mark installed a new ATU 
repeoter, and ofter severol months of burn-in, removed it, and ofter 
extensive upgrade’s it’s ready again to relay LIVE COLOUR pictures to the 
Anchorage Bowl, and surrounding countryside. 


KL7EF has spent long long hours, working on the Minchumna Link system, 
we are awoiting purchase authority of the duplexer systems needed to 
complete this project, and then the Fairbanks / Anchorage link will be on 
the air again! 


We are continuing to work closely with the local FCC office on some 
severe HF and VHF interference that is plaguing the Amateur Community.

Spenard Recreation Center, 2929 W. 48th Avenue 


The meeting was called to order at 7:29 pm AKST by President Lance Dunbar 
AL7BK. Introductions were held; there were 66 people present. 


Lance announced that KL7EQX had made a $19 donation to the club's repeater 
fund. Later on in the evening, KL7XF also donated $199 to the Club in 


appreciation for a scholarship he had received at ACC a few years earlier. 


Lance announced that Greatland Appliance had been leased out and that we 
needed to find a new storage place for ye clubbe junque ASAP. The requirement 
is approximately 1$9 square feet. Continuing on with the good news, we also 
need a newsletter editor inasmuch as NL7DF is calling it quits after two years 
of association with the tabloid. Anyone interested should contact Bonnie. 
Also, we need a replacement for April Delancy AL7CV on the VEC Board. ‘Two 
nominees are needed; one will be selected. 


Yours truly announced that the club jacket order was dispatched to Fairbanks 
on December 24, and that the goods are expected back from Raven Screens in 
February. 


We voted on three new Life Members: #143, William T. Missal K8BK; #144, Tom 
Sockolosky WL7S; and #145, Harvey Rookus NL7DK. Actually, we voted on a 
fourth later on in the meeting after she sprang for the balance of her 
payment: #146, Linda K. Harmon NL7FY. All four were approved for Life 
Membership by those members attending the meeting. 


Bill Reiter KL7ITI discussed the World Championship Sled Dog Races in 
conjunction with the Fur Rendezvous to be held on 21-23 February. A volunteer 
list had been practically filled. Bill was still looking for someone to help 
with the musher nameplates, now that KL7QS had gone we need someone else to 
step in. 


We voted for the 1985 Ham of the Year. The ballots revealed that Douglas P. 
Dickinson KL7IKX, last year's “HOTY," was a repeat performer. 
Congratulations, Doogie! 


The next topic of discussion was the club dues structure, and the proposal to 
increase same as had been presented in the January 1986 Club newsletter. Jim 
Larsen AL7FS fielded roughly 3 minutes of questions and comments on the 
subject. The proposal is to raise member/associate member dues from $12 to 
$20 per annum; to raise student dues from $5 to $19 per annum; to raise member 
and spouse dues from $15 to $25 per annum; and to raise the cost of a Life 
Membership from $159 to $259. This new dues structure would become effective 
immediately upon its approval by the general membership. This is the proposal 
that the Board of Directors was placing before the membership for approval. 
NL7GE moved, and NL7FY seconded, that the general membership accept the new 
dues structure as presented. The motion carried by a majority vote. 


During the break, I copied the updated Club membership stats from K1ZAT/NL7's 
information systems data bank. We have 393 AARC members, of which 144 are 
Life Members. Of the 393 AARC members, 254 are also members of the ARRL. 

And, 39 of the 254 ARRL members are Life Members of the League. Our AARC/ARRL 
ratio stands at 64.6% This information does not include transactions 
accomplished at the club meeting. More on that later! 


We then tackled the subject of the 1986 Club budget. AL7FS and his faithful 
band of Budget Committee members (KL7HM, NL7FZ, and AL7BB) had spent many 
hours on the proposed budget which was presented in the January 1986 Club 
newsletter. Lance went through the budget line by line with the Club members 
present, answering questions and fielding comments on the submittal. NL7C 
moved, and KL7WM seconded, that the line items as presented by the Budget 
Committee be accepted as is WITH THE EXCEPTIONS that Account 2139, Insurance, 
be raised from $260 to $306, and Account 223, VEC, be raised from $199 to 
$690. The motion carried unanimously. The VEC appropriation was raised to 
reflect that we are going to continue to offer ham exams at no cost. NL7FY 
moved, and Nancy Courter seconded, that the budget be accepted as amended. 4 
The motion carried by a majority vote. 


The general membership present at the meeting was asked to approve the 
recommendation of the Board of Directors that Harvey Rookus NL7DK complete the 
term of departing 3-year Board Member J. A. D. Delancy KIZAT/NL7. AL7GN 
moved, and KL7HFM seconded, that the recommendation on Harvey be approved. 
The motion carried unanimously. 


In a flurry of frantic activity to get out of the room by the contractual 
witching hour of 19:09 pm, NL7FY et. al. distributed the door fixes in an 
entirely random manner. Completely above board. No problems. 


There being no further business (and no further time), the meeting was 
adjourned at 10:0 pm AKST by the venerable AL7BK.

Dickinson KL7IKX; David Goodyear KL7JKC; Fred Wegmer KL7HFM; and Bob Douglass

The meeting was called to order at 1911L by President Lance Dunbar AL7BK, The 
minutes of the December 1985 Board Of Directors Meeting were read and approved 
with the following corrections: (1) The Audit Committee has the Treasurer's 
books, not the Budget Committee; (2) KL7DU had said he will rejuvenate the 
club signs, or find someone who will; and (3) Treasurer NL7FZ has the written 
report with the gory details on the Club Christmas Party, not Bud Laws KL7IBZ, 
so if anyone wants to see it, contact her. The minutes of the January general 
meeting were approved as read. 


Treasurer Beth Daniel Head NL7FZ passed out a computer printout of the Club's 
fiscal activity in calendar year 1985. It shows all of the Club income and 
expenses by account number, On an overall basis in 1985, the Club's expenses 
exceeded its income by $1,191.99. 


Lance then turned the floor over to our guests, the first of which was Fred 
Wegmer KL7HFM. Fred wanted to continue the discussion topic of having 
computer users council members join the AARC, as had been talked about in the 
December Board Meeting. After much discussion, it was the Sense of the Board 
that a joint affiliation between us and them may be a better solution than 
having computer users council members join the club en masse (their 
expectations may not be met). 


Yours truly essayed valiantly to speak on behalf of the ailing Frank Bowlin 
WL7D on the subject of Iditarod 1986 communications, but apparently failed 
miserably. 'Nuff said. 


Doug Dickinson KL7IKX gave a stirring VHF Committee report. The Version III 
software for the 34/94 repeater is on hand and will be installed on January 
11. More work needs to be done on the voting selector system. Doug discussed 
the hum on the 94 machine, it comes as a result of 26% millivolts of DC 
ripple. He will try to take care of that this weekend, also. We are still 
awating the return from the factory of the PA for the 96/30 machine. If it 
gets delayed any further, 99/39 could be QRP for the Iditarod. A saving grace 
here could be the installation of Russ Scott's Mount Susitna repeater. It 
MIGHT go in the week of January 13 providing weather is agreeable and Russ can 
get a helicopter. It will be on 145.27 MHz, -699 for transmit. 


Sharon Dean KL7VL discussed the issue of the Yaesu FT-391D that she bought 
from a local ham in 1983. The radio had been being used at 1983 Iditarod ham 
headquarters (Civil Air Patrol) and had suffered an overloaded front end. 
KL7HFM, present at the meeting, told us that he had fixed the radio and 
returned it to service at Iditarod HQ. The race ended and the rig was sold, 
When Sharon got it, she claims it did not work. She wondered if the Club 
would consider footing the bill for factory repair of the radio since she 
believes it got re-injured at Iditarod headquarters, and this was a 
club-sponsored function. After much discussion, Fred KL7HFM offered to take 
another look at the rig and see if the re-injury was the same as the original 
wound. If so, it might be another easy fix. 


Linda K. Harmon NL7FY told us that she had received a letter from the YMCA. 
They want us to provide communications for the {Family Fun Run" on April 12. 
Six to eight volunteers are needed. Linda went on to report that she had 
asked AMSAT for literature on activities and they had written back and 
provided her with same. Linda brought in $165 in door prize ticket sales at 
the January Club meeting. Inasmuch as her cup was running over, she turned 
$100 back to the Club Treasurer (thanks all you high rollers!). $126.99 is 
available for the purchase of door f£1X#¢4 prizes for the February meeting. 


There was some discussion on the subject of the location for the 1986 Club 
Christmas Party. Linda will check on the Spenard Recreation Center from the 
standpoint of not only availability, but also if we can bring "spirits" (the 
kind you drink) in there. Bill Reiter and Jim Moody NL7C agreed to look into 
places on the bases. Perhaps we can get a nice place at really low cost. 


Lance harped on us some more, this time about the Past President's Plaque. 
KL7HM will take care of ordering it. Then he got on us about the Newsletter 
Editor situation (we need one). We may have a champagne brunch at Lance's 
this Sunday and oh, by the way, get the newsletter out. KL7IBZ will get with 
Financial Aid Officers at UAA and ACC re our scholarships. Lance read a 
letter from the China Radio Sports Association thanking us for the Bird 
wattmeter slugs and commemorative plaque, and he read a letter from WL7K, the 
Mouth of the South, on the proposed U. S. Air Force OTH-B radar in Alaska. 


Lil NL7DL threatened all of us with bodily harm if we didn't help her out with 
the tickets for the upcoming raffle. We need to be calling on Club members to 
buy tickets and sell tickets (so, gentle reader, take the hint and get with 
the program). She still has 76 books of tickets to unload/sell. 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 9:52 pm AKST by 
the bless'd AL7BK.
